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REMARKS 



In response to the Restriction Requirement dated September 15, 2000, applicants elected 
group I (claims 1-5, and 6,7) directed to a method of inhibiting an undesirable immune associated 
reaction, and as a species, MHC Class I molecules. 

Applicants note that claims 6 and 7 are directed to both a method and an antibody. However, 
in the Restriction Requirement, claims directed to a method were restricted to Group I and claims 
directed to an antibody were restricted to Group II. Accordingly, applicants have now amended the 
claims to more particularly claim the elected invention. Claim 6 has been canceled, and claim 7 as 
amended is directed to a method of inhibiting an undesirable immune associated reaction. 

Attached hereto is an Appendix showing the changes made to claim 7. 

In view of the foregoing, applicants respectfully submit that all claims are now in condition 
for allowance. Early and favorable action is requested.
